Dear Mr. O'Connor, 

I have received today a letter from home concerning the money which-wes- been 
returned to the rightful owners. On the letter sent with the returned 

money, there was a mentioning of the followings "Due to the recent 

developments as of May 7, 1972 Brother Joseph Langford, Dennis Kelly, 

and Robert Wilson are no longer affiliated with the Missionaries of 

Perpetual Adoration. Also Messrs Tom Bechman, Edd Gattis and Ralph 

Mann will not be joining the order. 


I have been informed by some people who contributed to the recent fund 
raising activities at the homes of the Tuchers, Pessly's and Bucan's that 
they desired their checks be returned because of recent development. In 
order to give each of you who contributed at the fund raising activites 
the same consideration, I am returning all the checks. 


If you still want to contribute please send checks directly to Missionaries 
of Perpetual Adoration, P.O. Box 598 Temple City, California 91780." 


As I was reading this part of the letter, I was wondering why you have 
mentioned Tom Bechman, Edd Gattis and Ralph Mann since they did not know 
anything of what has been going on here in Fatima. 


I know for myself that the reasons why Joseph Langford, Dennis Kelly 
and Robert Wilson were refused-were good and if being in the place of Fr. 
Aloysius, I would have done the same if not before. 


I felt that I should write a letter to Tom, Edd and Ralph talking to them 
about the seriousness of leaving their vocation because of bad influence 
of the three who have left the group. Included you will find a copy of 
the letter which was sent to the three. 


You will notice that t#eis EE of drugs. Father Aloysius has 
received proof from four different sources in California that Dennis and 
Robert were taking drugs while being in the United States. Thesepeople 
were 5629872 0 see seminarians taking drugs and so they felt they had 
the obligation to write to us and informe us of their ways of acting. 
Father might have receivedmore information, but this is all EC my 6 
end I can assure you that he has done right. 


Concerning the problem of Joseph Langford, he had no vocation at all. He 
was still under his Mother and could not be separated from her. She 

would come here in the monestary and drive everyone around like babies. 

We are not in an orphanage here but in a monestary to be trained to become 
men of God. None of us ever talk because Father was sick and the threes 
Joseph, Dennis and Robert were like the three bosses of the house. 


I for myself have concluded that none of the three had a vocation and were 
damned if they ever became Priests acting the way they were. 


It is a shame to see all the accusations that ںا‎ kA home against 
Fathe r ۳ھ"‎ ۶ they are all ۰ 
Joe Langford never obeyed Fr, when spoken tdo and ids. everything on 
his own. He was wasting the money that people were giving us as donations 
and in front of God, we are responsible for every cent of that money. In 

a very little while, we would have gone bankrupt at the speed we were going. 


Father was very ill and could not help us very much because Joseph was 
always going to see Father end arguing instead of obeying. This would make 
Father fall into a deep sickness. 1 am pretty sure that he must have had 
another Heart Attack and never mentioned.it. 


When Joseph found out that Father Breault was coming to join our Order from 
the States, he did not like this because he was planning on taking over when 
Father Aloysius would die. 11ھ‎ of us who remained were afraid that the 
Order would fall apart not knowing of the coming of a new Priest. We never 
would have survived without a Priest of experience. 


Also we have here a big problem concerning a house which Joseph wanted to 
buy at the cost of $85.000,00. Father being in bed could not stop him and 
the house was bought with a deposit of $15,000.00. As soon as Joseph left, 
Father was better and stopathis purchase but still the owners do not wish 
to return the $15.000,we have lost for a stupid purchase. 


The Lord saw all what was going on and I see that he has protected us all 
bv removing these obstacles to the founding of this new Congregations, the 
Missionaries of Perpetual Adoration. 


There is much that can be said, the list is long and I am sure Father knows 
more but he does not want to talk or defend himself. I think it is nice to 
be humble but there is a limit in everything. 1 feel responsible to write 
to you and give you these few details in order that you can judge by 
yourself if the decision was good and not be influenced by anyone. Now you 
have a little of both sides of the story. 


I wish you would keep this letter as reference to explain to the people 
exactly what was going on here and that there was a reason why Fr. Aloysius 
had to act the way he did. 


If he would not have done it, about ten boys who were interested in coming 
to join us would not have come because we had bad examples in our community. 


If you need any proof, I think Fr. would send you some. We have here for 
example poems which Joseph was writing which had no spiritual life in them 

at all. All he had in mind was drinking, sex, drugs, etc.... This is not the 
way of a Priest. 


If I can be any help to you, please feel free to write. My only wish is that 
the truth come out and each one be judge the way he is.

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Dear Father Aloysius, 


Since my last letter to you, I have learned that some of 
the candidates for the new order have been dismissed for 
reasons which have not been made clear. In spite of this, 
I sent a letter to Dennis Kelly encouraging him to accept 
this as a cross not only passively but transforming it into 
an opportunity to rise above personal disappointment and 
continue to work actively for the good of your group. My 
thought was to have him possibly start an enterprise here 
in the United States which would be auxiliary, spiritually 
and financially, to your efforts in Portugal. "o further 
encouraze him, I sent alonz 8 book of ideas for starting 
new businesses. He was to use it himself and send it 

on to you for the benefit of the men in Portugal. 


I understand from & letter his mother wrote that the book 
will be forwarded to you as requested. However, Mrs. 7 
also undertook to tell me more of the difficulties the "boys" 
have had. I'm sorry that I have been brought into this 
situation since my primary desire has always been to helr 
your causes and not to rry or gossiv. I am confident, 

at this point at least, that discussions of your dismissals 
of the men are not common talk. My own desire is that 

no scandal develop here which would affect you personally 

or the priesthood in any way, I am appalled to think that 
anyone could think that you were cavable of mistreatment 

of anyone and especially those under your authority., If 
there is any way I can help you to dispel ill feeling or 
misunderstanding here, you know I am always ready to work 

4n your behalf. You are a treasured friend, I'm sure 

you know, And what could hurt you, hurts my whole family. 


Other than the disappointment over the dismissals, there 
are two things which Mrs. Kelly included in her letter: 
1. The men who came back had accumulated pledges and 
cash assistance for more than 315,000. They had 
also interested eleven more men as candidates. 
2, You are involved in difficulties in regard to the 
financial arrangements on the house now used as 
a convent, with a possible legal action pending, 
Depositions or testimonials have been solicited 
from the dismissed men. These are to be sent 
to: Antonio R, Ventura, Larga Salazar, #2-2da-Esa., 
Caxias, Portugal. 


I do not write these things to upset you, Father. I know 
you have an ample supply of trials now, But I would be

Moreover, Mrs. Kelly assured me 
that Dennis would not himself even tell me about the 756 
she gave me since he doesn't want to be one to spread scan- 
dal.

To turn to other things now, I regret to give you the news 
that Paul Donovan will undergo surgery tomorrow morning 
for the removal of a tumor which might be malignant.

His wife, Marita, if you recall,is a personable and gentle 
young lady with epilepsy. Both she and Paul are rather 
cynical but not lost to the faith. Please pray for them 
in this crisis, Father. I will keep you informed about 
his condition and their progress. We need more carable 
and holy young people today, Faul looks upon Mary as 

a mother substitute, so she will be there if possible to 
wait with Jim Donovan and Marita tomorrow, 


Business has not picked up to the point when they want an 

old broken down aerospace chemist anywhere that I have looked, 
So I am still unemployed, It seems to be better for Mary 
to have me at home to do most f the driving and some ofthe 
other tasks so that is a benefit, 


School will be out Friday. John Aloysius has improved 

his grades somewhat this year, Let us hope that continues, 
Tony is still playing Little League baseball and has im- 
proved to the pojnt of being the best catcheron the farm 
teams. All four girls will finish their school year well. 


Mary's blood pressure is still a problem, The doctor now 
has adjusted her medicine again and I must take her blood 
pressure throughout the day to make sure it doesn't dip 
too low. So far the diastole stays around 100 which, 

for Mary, is not alarming but it should ultimately get 
somewhere around 145/90 or a little lower, 


I spoke to Fr. Leo about Paul Donovan this morning. Father

Dear Friends of Fr. Aloysius and the Missionaries of Perpetual Adoration, 


As you know, Fr. Nylund has recently returned from visiting 
Fr. Aloysius Ellacuria, C. M. PF. and his new order, the Missionaries 
of Perpetual Adoration in Fatima. Upon his arrival Fr. Nylund found 
Fr, Aloysius very ill with broncial asthma. After mecical attention 
in Ieiria Father showed remarkalbe recovery and was able to be very 
active agin, within a few days; so much so, that Father was able 
to go into the capitol to meet the newly formed Daughters of St. 
Anthony Mary Claret when they arrived from the States. 


Fr. Aloysius had prepared a place for Fr. Nylund at the 
Blue Army headquarters, Domis Pacis, and from there Fr. Nylund was 
able to attend to the things Father had asked him to do. There 


were a number of items disturbing Fr. Aloysius -- and they were 
resolved very quickly. Some of them with disturbing results for 
a few, but that is the religious life -- not the secular. 


Fr. Aloysius was particularily overjoyed that Fr. Nylund 
could be there for the solumnities of the 12th and 13th. The 
secular press reported over one million people were vresent on 
the 13th to commemorate the ist apparition of our Blessed Mother 
in the Cova de Iria. 


Father Aloysius, Fr. Joseph Breauld -- the new Assistent 
Superior -- Father Nylund, the seminarians of the new order, and 
the newly formed order of sisters, all took part in the procession 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary.

After they were settled, the sisters took up temporary 
residence at the Blue Army house, thanks to John Haffert who 
extended to them his hospitality. They are new staying with a 
convent of Portugese nuns who have perpetual adoration. The 
Fathers and the other brothers, including a new vocation from 
Canada are still in the same residence of St. John Eudes, and 
everything is satisfactory. 


During Fr. Nylund's stay in Fatima in the Blue Army 
headquarters, Fr. Aloysius asked him to take his assignment for 
the holy Mass at the Capillinha, the chapel of the apparitions. 
Fr. Aloysius said Mass each evening at the Blue Army headquarters, 
much to the pleasure of the more than 100 pilgrims from the 


United States and Canada. God's blessings were evident in the days 
that followed because a number of men as well as women ^xpressec 
deen interest in becoming members of the individual orders. Some, 
thanks be to God, even expressed their desire to help financially. 


Father Aloysius asked Father Nylund to please express to 
all of those here in the States his deevest appreciation for their 
helv, through their prayers and their donations which have Blessed 
and helped the two new orders. 


Father Nylund also adds his thanks for all of you who hel 0 
make it possible for him to be at Father Aloysius' side.

Dear Father Aloysius, 


Since my last letter to you, I have learned that some of 
the candidates for the new order have been dismissed for 
reasons which have not been made clear, In spite of this, 
I sent a letter to Dennis Kelly encourazing him to accept 
this as a cross not only passively but transforming it into 
an opportunity to rise above personal disarpointment and 
continue to work actively for the good of your ۰ Wy 
thought was to have him possibly start an enterprise here 
in the United States which would be auxiliary, spiritually 
and financially, to your efforts in Portugal. O further 
encourage him, I sent along a book of ideas for starting 
new businesses, He was to use it himself and send 7 

on to you for the benefit of the men in Portugal, 


I understand from a letter his mother wrote that the book 
will be forwarded to you as requested. However, Mrs. Kelly 
also undertook to tell me more of the difficulties the "boys" 


have had. I'm sorry that I have been brought into this 
situation since my primary desire has always been to helr 
your causes and not to pry or fFOSSiv. I am confident, 


at this point at least, that discussions of your dismissals 
of the men are not common talk. My own desire is that 

no scandal develop here which would affect you rersonally 
or the priesthood in any way. I am appalled to think that 
anyone could think that you were cavable of mistreatment 

of anyone and especially those under your authority. If 
there is any way I can help you to dispel 111 feeling or 
misunderstanding here, you know I am always ready to work 
in your behalf. You are a treasured friend, I'm sure

Father has received your kind letter today. And Father 
is nost grateful to you for Jour concern and deep loyalty to 
him. Father has asked me, as his private secretary, to write 
to you to explain that Dennis Kelly and Robert Wilson were 
dismissed for taking marijuana and LSD while they were in 
Los Angeles this April. Father has four testimonies to prove 
this. How can Dennis Kelly, euch a drug addict, let his 
mother calumiate Father vhile he refuses to Scy anything so 
as "not to be one to spread scandal"? If he had eny brains 
he would tell his mother that he more than deserved to be 
dismissed and that she should leave the matter at that. As 
for Joseph Langford, we do not know for sure if he continues 
to take drugs, (except that Father cow hir smoking strange 
cigars over here), but he was Father's greatest cnemy here 
end betrayed Father in the nost heartless wav and stole

Your last letter of June 14th received. May I tell 
you, krs. Kelly, that first of all, there was no mistreatment 
of your son, nor of any of the other young men here. They 
all ere treated with the best of c nsideration, proper to a 
seminary. If you have heard anytnini else, it is pure calumny. 
But may I add, with the greatest sadness of my heart and awful 
disappointment, that your son, Dennis, was not allowed to come 
back because he returned to drugs curing his trip back to the 
States. I have documents from different sources to prove it 
without any doubt. 

Now tell me, Mrs, Kelly, how could I admit back Dennis 
and his partner Robert Wilson? Do you wisn ne to destroy the 
Church, having these unworthy drug addicts in the seminary? 
Ah, hirs. Kelly, I cannot do that, even if they would have 
raised a million dollars for my seminary. I would rather die 
and go through all the martyrdom of all your sienders against 
me, that by the way have been plenty, than to fail to God and 
to the Church and to my conscience. Believe me, dear hrs. Kelly, 
I have done for your son, Dennis, more than any priest would 
have done for him. I freed him fron probation. He promised 
ie not to take drugs any more.

He has ruined everythinz for hiaself because of his stupid 
and irresponsible weakness as a drug addict. 

Mrs. Kelly, what about scolding your son instead of 
Slandering me and the seninarians nere, LÚ you ape fair, if 
you are a real mother, instead of a vicious, vicious woman 
as you have been, slandering ie and the seninary ou false 
grounds and covering up the awful crime of your son, Do correct 
whom you have to correct--your son, Dennis. and Keep your 
mouth shut if you do not want me to say to everyone that your 
son is home because of drugs, failinz to all his sericus 
promises to me as a seminary director. 


People have written to me, shocked by what they heard 
from you concerning Dennis! dismissal. Also, Dennis is very, 
very much to blame for his lack of honesty, in not telling 
you the truth and appearing innocent; instead of telling you 
to be quiet because he deserved to be shamefully dismissed. 
We kept quiet here, we didn't say enytuing here so as to protect 
your son's reputation. but since you, with your big caluunies 
to so many people, have forced the people to write to me, asking 
wy side of the story, this is it: the truth, the whole truth, 
end only the truth.

In the meantime I had met a very holy 
Claretian priest in Los Angeles, who was founding a new order 
of priests and brothers dedicated to the Sacred Heart and the 
Virgin Mother. I felt that I could best serve them by con- 
tinuing my job in packaging and then putting my economic 
education to work by helping this new organization get started. 


Right now our need is two-fold: we need continual finances 

and we also need aspirants to the priesthood as well as priests 
who have been searching for that type of order whose purpose 
was initially laid out by St. Anthony Mary Clarets when he 
founded the Claretian fathers. 


My time is spent helping to organize rosary meetings, pot-luck 
suppers, bazaars - thing where funds can be raised. People

Second, though your health is much better now than it used 
to be, and you have grown so much mentally, since the time 
that you had that nervous breakdown, it is wise to follow 
the directives of Dr. Whitaker. I wish you would go to see 
her now. I believe you have changed into better so much 
in one year's time that she will be quite well impressed.

Dear Br. John, 


I believe there are a few items in need of clarification regard- 
ing my said deficit of $121.90. 


Concerning the sum I received from Father in June of 1971: 

T had planned to work that summer in order to pay my debt to 

the Benedictine seminary. Father insisted instead that he need- 
ed me free to help him with all the problems involved in getting 
the Fatima project off the ground. . In order that I might be able’ 
to help him in this manner, he paid my bill with the Benedictines, 
and I spent the five months from June to October at his beck 

and call, instead of getting a job as I had planned. 


What didn't go to the Benedictines from the bank account Father 
opened in my name, was spent on the typewriter you mentioned, 

on some books for the community, and the remainder partly cover- 
ed the expenses for a trip to Fatima to obtain permission from 
the Claretian Provincial for our project. The trip more than 
exhausted what was left in the account, the rest of which I had 
to borrow, For that reason I was unable even to pay the psycho- 
logical testing fee, as you know, 


Article 14 of your resume reads "Phone calls", All my phone 
calls were approved by Father and were for the express purpose 
of raising funds for the order. On a few occasions, I used a 
part of the phone time for personal messages. The agreement 
regarding calls of that nature was that I would pay half and the 
order pay half. Though Father had offered to pay the entire 
call, I insisted on paying half for calls that were made parte 
ially on my own account. All the calls mentioned in your article 
14, with the exception of one, were made solely for the needs of 
the order. The other, made March 21st, was made according to the 
half and half arrangement. I assure you that half a five minute 
call does not come to $121.90. 


What is more, my parents spent upwards of $160.00 in phone calls 
to Fatima advising us of the progress of the fund drives they 
were conducting for the order. As far as I know, you were never 
presented with a bill for that sum, Further more, my parents 

gave over $200.00 in donations to the order this past year, 

I would think that the $360.00 plus that our family has given the 
order should more than cover half a phone call and a psychological 
test. 


This is not to mention the fact that I worked tirelessly for the 
order for six weeks without recompense after my return home. 


— 
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Though the primary reason for my trip was for the raising of 
funds for the order, and a full 90% of my time was devoted to 
that end, the order did not pay one Gent toward my plane fare 
to the States, Another apparent inequity. I spent a week and a 
half writing the brochure which you are still using (with my 
permission which as of now you still have). It seems to me 
that if anyone has a deficit, it is the order rather than I. 


I agree that you shsuld keep the typewriter. I don't want to 
-= keep a single thing that isn't mine, and I should hope your 
9 attitude is the same, For example, a number of the 200 or so 
3 books that are in the library with my name in them, are actually 
- yours, since they were purchased with Father's money. I will
